The precautions neceffary for fi Kie 
majefty's poffeffions become more " 
as we are thngatened by the enemty ; and 
we thould think ourfelves deficient in our 
duty, if we omitted reprefenting to our 
vernor the means conducive to the fecurity 
and defence of the iflarnd. 

Our trade with the Dutch is become our 
fole dependance : The general muft be con - 
vinced of it, finte he has authorized it < 
We can expe@ no fuccour from Europe, 
as we have been abandoned by it ever fince 
the war broke out: And the manner in 
which traders have been fuffered to come 
among us has been of little fervice to the 
colony. The merchants, who have had 
permiffions granted them, have abufed and 
defeated the intention of the genera!, Pof- 
feffed of this privilege, they have made 
themfelves the arbitrary difpofers of ail pro- 
vifions brought in, and of all our own cbm- 
modities fent out ; and of confequence, the 
former have been at a high price as their 
avarice could raife it, and the latter as low 
as felf-intereft could fink it. While the ge. 
neral meant providing, by this means, fup~ 
ports for the country, and the inhabitants 
were the obje& of his good intentions, they, 
by a criminal abufe of the permiffions grant= 
ed, have not reaped the leaft benefit from 
them. The colony, for two months, has 
been deftitute of all kinds of provifions : 


‘The view of the general was to provide 


fome in fending men of war to convoy vef- 
fels from St. Euftatius to this ifland; but 
the ufe the merchants. of St. Pierre's have 
made of their permiffions has deftroyed all 
our expeétations of relief by that method. 
By this means, the ifland fill fuffers the 
want of provifions ; all our own commodi- 
ties lie upon our hands ; and mafters are 
unable to fupport their flaves, who are pe- 
tithing thro’ hunger. The interefts of the 
king and country are mutual and reciprocal ; 
the lofs of negroes diminifhes his majefty's 
revenue ; and the great, not to fay the en- 
tire ftop put to the exportatian of ourcom- 
modities, is fach a blow to our trade, that 
we feel it in the moft fenfible manner. Many 
of our inhabitants have not been able to re- 
pair the mifchief and damage done their 
buildings and plantations by the la@t hurri- 
cane ; and their reduced fituation incapa- 
citated them from furnifhing negroes, fo 
eafily as could have been withed, for the ufe 
of the publick works. Every one is ani- 
mated with the warmeft zeal and inclina- 
tion : But ought we not to be apprehenfive 
of dreadful confequences from flaves who 
are half-ftarved, and to whom all bondage 
is equal. Mifery debafes mankind ; and 
when it has reduced them to a precarious 
fituation, we often find them have recourfe to 
confufion and defpair, as a 1emedy againft 
the ills which opprefs them,

~- From the accounts we daily receive of 
. what pais in our diftri@s, and the enqui- 
ries it is.our duty to make into every condi- 
tion, we can, withour exaggeration, affirm, 
that the beit provided, of our inbabitants 
partake largely of the prefent calamity, and 
want many of. the common neceffaries of 
life, whilf@ others have mot fo much aga 
grain of falt in their houfes. 
. Another great misfortuge is, that the in- 
_Babitants are reduced to the recefity of kill- 
ing their cattle, to kecp their negro children, 
and Gck people alive r Byt this refource 
mut foon fail, and eur mills Rand ill for 
want of catle to work them; and by this 
means, we thall confume beforehand the 
ralerve we might atherwile have in cafe of 
@ liege. 

It is fufAicient to reprefent to the general 
thefe misfortunes : The goodnefs of his heart 
for a people entrufted to his care will point 
out a remedy, in fuppreffing the permiffions 
granced to particular merchants, and in per- 
mitting neutral veflels to came frecly into 
all.our ports, and trade with the inbabitants, 
without firf® addreffing themfelves to the 
merchants, When every quarter becomes 
flacked with provifions, and men can eat, 
we thall fee their geal, which the famine had 
damped, revive again; and when the inha 
hitants (ee their properties fecured, by finith, 
jog the publick works, and taking aji pre- 
fautions necaffary for their defence, they 
will he eafy, and unite themfelves in repul« 
fing the enemy with the courage they have 
always hitherta teftificd, Care, however, 
Qught to be taken for fecuring his majefty’s 
duties, and there is a method of doing it; 
for in every port where there are Do guns toa 
command fuch vefivis importing the provifi- 
ons, the commandant of the quarter may 
oblize the cuftom- houfe officers to vifit them, 
and bring their fails on fhare till the king's 
duties are paid. 

In times of calamity, the king gives every 
affiftance to his diftrefied fubje&s, and this 
cglony claims help and relief againft the fa- 
mine which is devouring it. 

The citadel of Fort Royal feems the prin-

_ Of the country depends: The lofs of that 
muft neceffarily be attended with the lofs of 
the whale ifland: We may indeed retire into 
the woods; but how are we to fubiift there?

without ? The whole colony ought to make 
the mot vigorous efforts to lop the progrefs 
af an invading entmy, and every man wilk 
fet about it in earneft? if the fort was pro- 
perly provided with every thing for its fafecy 
and defence; and if magaaines for furnith- 
ing the neceffaries of hie, as wel! as of war, 
were efiabiithed in the different quarters of
